—It has come to the notice of the 
Central Government that some Cable Operators in the 
country through their Cable Television Networks are 
tTmiCTTiitri ng/rR4ra nsTnitting a satellite chaimel namdy Tree 
X-TV” which is reportedly telecasting programme that 
are against good taste or decency and are likely to adversely 
affect public morality. Therefore, the Central Govenunenl 
finds it necessary to prohibit transmission or 

re-transmission of said channel in tlte country. 

' 2. Now, therefore, in exercise ofthe powers conferred 

by Sub-Section (2) ofthe Section 20 ofthe Cable Television 
Networks (Regulation) Act, 1995, (No. 7 of 1995), as 
amended ffomtime to time, the Central Government herdjy 
prohibits transmitting/re-transmitting a satellite channel 
namely “Free X-TV” through Cable Television Networks 
throughout the country. 
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
